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To the School Commuttee: 

I herewith submit my twenty-fifth annual report, which is 
the sixty-ninth in the series of annual reports by the superin- 
tendents, and the ninety-seventh of the printed reports of the 
School Committee of Cambridge. 

We are confronting an immediate and urgent problem upon 
the successful solution of which the continued efficiency of our 
schools, and the well-being of Cambridge children depend. This 
problem is one of financial support. For a period of years, the 
funds available for school purposes have steadily decreased. To 
adjust school expenditures to an uncertain and decreasing income 
has been the yearly task of the School Committee and its agents, 
the superintendents and supervisors. With each year and each 
decrease, that task has become more difficult, and has now 
become impossible. Further economies cannot be accomplished 
without injury to the school system and deterioration of school 
property. If the children of Cambridge are to have in the future 
the educational advantages and the safety which they now enjoy, 
the public schools of Cambridge must have more equable and ade- 
quate financial support. 

It would be a tragic irony if in this city with a world-wide 
reputation as an educational center, the public schools were 
allowed to deteriorate; if, while private educational institutions 
flourished, the public schools failed. 

Herein lies the crux of the Cambridge problem, for a large and 
increasing portion of the city’s wealth is owned by educational 
institutions, and is, therefore, tax exempt. As these educational 
institutions expand, the taxable wealth of the city decreases, and 
the funds available for public schools shrink. 

Here is a situation revealed in few figures: Taxable valu- 
ations in Cambridge. (The school tax levy is nine dollars per 
thousand of valuation.)

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In 1936, $12,919,500 less than in 1932, and available for school 
purposes $110,162 less than in 1932. In addition, there has been 
a loss of $33,087 from other sources during these five years which 
made a total loss of $143,249. 

This report intends no criticism of those tax exempt institu- 
tions, nor of the privileges which they enjoy by law. These insti- 
tutions are assets to the city and its children; if a burden to tax- 
payers, they are a burden Cambridge citizens bear proudly and 
willingly. But they must not be a burden to the children of the 
public schools. The opportunities they afford those privileged to 
attend them must not be at the expense of all the children of the 
city. Because they flourish, the public schools must not suffer. 

I recommend to the School Committee that this problem be 
now called to the attention of the State Legislature, and that the 
Legislature be asked to approve a plan for the more equable and 
adequate financial support of the Cambridge public schools. 

In spite of their significance to the Committee and the Super- 
intendent, considerations of space and expense forbid printing 
here in full the annual reports of the departmental directors and 
supervisors of special activities. Among the problems and achieve- 
ments thus reported, and meriting thoughtful attention, is the 
need for more classrooms and laboratories to relieve the existing 
overcrowding in the High and Latin School. By increasing the 
number of recess classes, by using poorly ventilated and lighted 
rooms not intended for classwork, some relief to the overcrowding 
and the confusion resulting from it has been found; but such 
relief is at best temporary and partial. More laboratories and 
rooms must be made available if the High and Latin School is to 
hold to its present high levels of scholastic attainment, school 
discipline and spirit. 

The Art Department, under a temporary directorship, has 
functioned with splendid efficiency. Assuming new and unex- 
pected duties in the emergency caused by the death of Mr. 
Alfred F. Burke, the acting director has demonstrated qualities of 
leadership and co-operation, and a fine enthusiasm. 

Of great and lasting value is the work going forward under 
the supervision of the Department of Measurement and Adjust- 
ment. The primary aim of this department is the discovery and 
cure of mental, emotional and social causes of individual malad- 
justment. Every maladjusted child whom this department helps 
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to mental health and normal progress is a personal tragedy 
averted, a social liability reshaped to be a social asset. This 
department is bringing to the use and good of the individual child 
whatever is of proven worth in child psychology and the newer 
methods of mental tests and measurement. 

Not less important is the contribution being made by the 
Department of Physical Education and Athletic Activities. The 
objectives of this department are not so much winning teams, as 
the increased health and physical efficiency of every Cambridge 
child. The department supervises the medical examination of all 
children, offers corrective classes for those who need them, and 
for all, health-building games and exercises. The nature and 
value of the work being accomplished in Cambridge is indicated 
by the fact that the department was asked to demonstrate its 
activities at the last convention of State Physical Education. 
The time will come, and soon, when similar departments will 
operate in all school systems, not only employing physicians, but 
ideally perhaps, with the full time assistance of physicians with 
specialized training. 

Much of value at a minimum expense is being accomplished 
by the museum staff, co-operating with the masters and teachers 
in guidance of leisure time activities, which contribute to the 
pleasure and education of the children participating. The Museum 
is enriching nature and geography studies with frequent exhibi- 
tions and lectures. In a series of fifteen motion pictures, it brings 
to the children the story of America, a visualized and dramatic 
presentation of the birth and growth of our free democracy. Such 
work is of increasing value and necessity, now that other nations 
are turning from democracy, and surrendering that freedom which 
is the method and the end of democratic government. 

In our evening schools and our Americanization work, we are 
increasingly aware of this problem and need; to arm all our people 
with faith in the institutions of democracy, to equip them with 
intelligent participation in democracy. That is our most impor- 
tant task, our best contribution to the future. Because, democ- 
racy's greatest danger is neither communism nor fascism, but 
ignorance. The schools of a democracy are its strongest forts. 

The evening schools have shown a remarkable increase in 
registration and attendance and a decided improvement in the 
interest manifested by the pupils and teachers. 
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That no one might despair nor need remain ignorant, we 
built our schools, now we cannot afford to neglect them. In the 
future as in the past, every public school door must be everyone’s 
door to opportunity and knowledge. 

Again for the masters and teachers of Cambridge, as for my- 
self, I thank the Committee for unfailing support and encourage- 
ment.

Good Friday; Patriots’ Day; Memorial Day; and the Seventeenth 
of June. If one of these holidays falls on Sunday, the schools are 
closed on the day following. 


EVENING SCHOOLS” 

There are two terms of the evening schools. The first term 
begins on the second Tuesday of October and closes one week 
previous to the closing of the day schools for the Christmas holi- 
days. The second term begins on the first Tuesday of January, 
except when that day falls on New Year’s Day, in which case it 
begins on the Thursday following New Year’s Day, and continues 
for at least twenty-five evenings. Vacations and holidays are the 
same as in the day schools.
